Engineer Herman Brothers 


of Lincoln. Dies in Be- 


atrice Hospital. 


BIAJS SPRINGS, Neb. UP). Her- 
man "Dutch" Brothers, Burlington 
railroad locomotive engineer, was 
burned fatally and three other men 
suffered painful 
burns when a 
Burlington freight 
train and a 
gasoline motor transport collided 
at a grade crossing here. Brothers 
died in a Beatrice hospital several 
bours after 
the accident. The 
transport exploded after the crash. 
Glen Patton, 33, of Wymore, son 


of a railroad employe, who was 
riding on the train, was burned 
critically and George Rohman, 45, 
of Lincoln, fireman, 
and Harry 
Hartzell, 4», 
of 
Lincoln, 
head 
brakeman on the 
train, were 
burned seriously. Physicians 
at 
Beatrice where the men were taken 
for treatment held hopes the three 
would recover. 
F. O. Hutchins of Randall, Kat»., 
driver of the motor truck, nar- 
nowly escaped death. The train 
struck the tank portion of the ve- 
hicle a few feet behind the cab in 
which Hutchins was driving. The 
Impact sheared the tank off the 
cab, which continued on for a few 
feet. 
The tank was hurled several 
feet and immediately burst into 
flames. Several railroad cars were 
derailed and caught on fire. Six 
rail lengths of ties were smashed, 
nearby 
telephone 
poles 
were 
scorched and the heat twisted the 
rails "like corkscrews," witnesses 
said. 
The burning gaoline sprayed far 


and wide and a tramp was seen In 
a nearby field tearing a burning 
shirt off his back but he declined 
medical attention and disappeared. 
A wrecker and crew ruehed to the 
scene, but officials could not say 
how soon the line would be open. 
The four 
Injured men were 


rushed to a hospital at Beatrice, 
where Brothers was said to be 
near death. 
Witnesses 
were unable to ex- 
plain the accident. "I was nearby 
but did not see the crash at the 
moment it occurred," Charles Far- 
Cjuhar. railway lineman, said. 
"I 
heard Engineer Brothers blow his 
whistle in the usual way as a 
warning the train was approach- 
ing."Hutchins was too dazed to give 
an explanation. W. C. Dobbs of 
Lincoln, conductor, and A. B. Mc- 
Carthy of Wymore, a brakeman, 
escaped injury. 


Brothers, who lived at 2828 N. 
had been on the Lincoln-Wymore 
run for several years, railroad of- 
ficials said. He was advanced to 
engineer in 1917 after having been 
a fireman since 1906. He was born 
April 10, 1885.

Not Known if Congressman 


Who Fled Hospital to 


Be Arrested. 


WASHINGTON" (UP). Repre- 
sentative Zioncheck, 
democratic 
congressman who escaped Sunday 
from a private sanitarium at Bal- 
timore, was found Monday peace- 
fully sleeping in his office on Cap- 
itol hill. 
The congressman evidently made 
tracks immediately for his con- 
gressional 
headquarters 
after 
vaulting a seven-foot fence at the 
sanitarium Sunday. He was sleep- 
Ing there at dawn when a char- 
woman interrupted his slumbers. 
Sitting bolt up right in the chair 
in which he had been slumped the 
congressman pointed & finger at 
the charwoman and shouted: "Get 
out!" 
She did. 
Zioncheck, so far aa could be 
learned, went back to sleep, leav- 
ing his telephone unattended and 
his office door unanswered to re- 
peated knocks. 
The legal aspects of the case 
were puzzling. 
Capital police said they didn't 
want the congressman- There was 
no warrant extant for him. It was 
possible that Maryland authori- 
ties would seek to return him to 
the private hospital there 
from 
which he made his daring Sab- 
bath escape but for the time be- 
ing no one seemed interested in 
dislodging the congressional play- 
boy from his quarters. 
The bolted and guarded door of 
suite 1809 of the 
house 
off'c? 
building thus held the 
current 
Zioncheck mystery. 
Zioncheck'* presence in the lux- 
urious suite where overwork drove 
him to the series of adventures 
that landed him In a psychopathic 
ward brought to his-door several 
members of the eapltol police staff 
and a whole troop of reporters 
and photographers. 
Advised that Zioncheck had 
been found in his office in Wash- 
ington, Sheppard-Pratt sanitarium 
officials in 
Towson 
said 
they 


would communicate immediately 
with the congressman's attorney, 
Max Ammerman, to learn whether 
Zioncheck would be returned to 
the institution.

MAY NOT DIVERT 


FLOW OF PLATTE 


High Tribunal Says Land Owner Has 


Rights Which Must Be Observed. 


In an opinion written by Judge 


Eberly and concurred 
in 
by all 


other members, the supreme court 
Monday overturned the action ot 
State Engineer Tilley in granting 
water rights in the Platte river to 
the Tri-County project, which op- 
erates under the corporate name 
of the 
Central Nebraska 
Public 
Power and Irrigation district, on 
the ground that the law does not 
permit diversion of river flow from 
one watershed to another. 


All of the orders of the depart- 


ment of roads and irrigation ap- 
proving and granting Tri-County 
applications are set aside, annulled 
and revoked, and the cause is re-

flow of 3,571 cubic feet for irriga- 
tion purposes in Gosper, Phelps, 
Kearney and Adams counties, with 
diversion points named, and one 
for the construction 
of 
an "on 


river" reservoir in the North Platte 
a few miles above Keystone. 


Against Public Policy. 


The court says that sections 46- 


132, 46-301, 46-502, 46-504, 46-507. 
46-508, and 46-620, Comp. St. 1929 
must be construed together, with 
reference to the facts in the in- 
stant case, and holds to be manda- 
tory regulations governing irriga- 
tion, which in effect limit the loca- 
tion and construction of irrigation 
canals and ditches, as well as the 
lands irrigated by the same, to 
the baain containing the source of 
the water used, and to require, that 
all unused Waters shall be returned 
to the stream from which diverted; 
that these principles 
thus legis- 


latively declared constitute the con- 
trolling public policy of the state 
in 
the 
conservation 
of 
public 


waters and in the protection of 
public interest. 


The appeal brought to the su- 


preme court one of the largest rec- 
ords of testimony, 17 days being 
consumed in taking it, ever filed, 
but the court, accepting the sug- 
gestion of counsel, narrowed the 
issue to the

question as to the right of Tri- 
County district, under the restric- 
tions of the laws, pursuant to the 
privileges thus 
granted 
and re- 


ceived by it, to annually assemble 
and concentrate the waters of the 
Platte river in the amount of 600,- 
000 acre feet, and transport 60

Paul F. Good of Lincoln, attor- 


ney for the Tri-County district 
after a brief perusal of the court's 
opinion, forbidding diversion 
of 


water from the Platte valley, said 
he had nothing to say regarding a 
probable appeal to the supreme 
court of the United States. "We 
will hold a conference scon regard- 
ing the effect of the opinion andd 
what course is to be pursued," he 
said. "Chief Engineer Johnson at 
Hastings may be able to give some, 
light on the effect of the opinion 
UJWJT the district's plans. Under the 
court's opinion I 'would think it 
may be necessary to make a sur- 
vey as to what lands are within 
the Platte river valley and what 
lands if any are south of the divide 
in the Tri-County district." 


Good said he could not say what 


part of the district, comprising 
Gosper, Phelps, Adams and Kear- 
ney, 
would be most affected by 


the opinion. 


Gov. Cochran, who is head of 


the state bureau of irrigation and 
highways, a department whose rul- 
ing on water rights of the Tri- 
County district, is reversed as to 
diversion of water from one shed 
to another, adhered to his former 
attitude of not commenting upon 
opinions of the Nebraska supreme 
court. 


State Kngineer Tilley who made 


the ruling which is now partly re- 
versed by the court, had no com- 
ment except to say that he would 
of course grant leave suggested by 
the court to allow the district to 
amend its water right applications 
to conform to tho court'.* opinion.

amount of poison may become so 
great that the plants when used 
as forage may cause the death of 
animals which feed upon it," com- 
mented Dr Van Es "There is an 
abundance of evidence that the 
latter may especially come about 
when the plants have been in- 
jured or had their growth arrested 
by various causes 


"Altho losses of cattle and sheep 


grazing on sorghums are liable to 
occur during times of drouth, it is 
probably true 
that the 
greater 


number of poison cases are ob- 
served in connection with frosted 
or wilted second growth forage 
Hence, it has 
sometimes been 


recommended not to use this ma- 
terial for grazing purposes at all

SAVE THE LEAGUE? 


The sentiment for the preserva- 


tion of the league as an agency 
for facilitating international deal- 
ings is crystalizing into a "save 
the league" movement at Geneva. 
The apparent failure of the league 
and the possibility that it should 
be abandoned has stirred the rep- 
resentatives of several nations to 
action. 
The need of some such 


organization is widely felt. Repre- 
sentatives of the various nations 
hesitate to execute the death war- 
rant of the league with nothing to 
take its place. Some feel that even 
a badly shattered 
league - holds 


more hope than a new and untried 
experiment. 


The hope, therefore, is to profit 


by the league's weaknesses and 
mistakes and rebuild in the old 
structure the new strength rather 
than to construct an entirely new 
organization. 


There is a great, all .pervading 


fear of war in the world. The 
world also feels that war can be 
eliminated aa an instrument of 
national policy. 


The experience of the 
league 


with Italy in Ethiopia is pointed 
to by some as a demonstration of 
its weakness, its impotence. The 
more hopeful and farseeing, how- 
ever, feel that this experience only 
demonstrated 
the weakness 
of 


sanctions under the present or- 
ganization. They feel that sanc- 
tions can be made effective if the 
organization is perfected. 


The discouraging feature of the 


affair is that the success of the 
renovation of the league, of inter- 
national action against war in fact, 
hinges on the United States. And 
the United States is inclined to 
cast out the whole experiment as 
a failure. It is so accustomed to 
discarding vast new deal experi- 
ments without a sigh of regret 
that it is ready to turn "thumbs 
down" on the league and forget it. 


FOOTNOTES. 


The publication of the State His- 


torical society for the current 
year, just issued, covers land sys- 
tems and land policies in Ne- 
braska, and is from the pen of 
Supt. A. E. Sheldon. It begins with 
Indian land tenure and the story 
is continued all thru the years to 
the present status of state school 
lands. Contained in it is the tale of 
pioneer settlement, and also the 
dramatic narrative of the success- 
ful battle to wrest from the cattle 
barons of 30 years ago the range 
lands that they had secured pos- 
session of by means that brought 
disaster and prosecution for some 
of them. Mr. Sheldon has gone to 
original sources for his materials. 
It was accepted in its original 
form by Columbia university as 
part of the requirements for the 
degree of doctor of philosophy that 
he holds, but in the 18 years since 
then it has been rewritten and the 
original study widened and en- 
larged. 


Mr. Sheldon says that so far as 


he knows it is the only book of 
its kind in the world, the only 
complete study of land in a defi- 
nite area and in its relation to 
man from the earliest aboriginal 
period to the present day. Himself 
a pioneer homesteader, Mr. Shel- 
don is well fitted to write this 
history. Nebraska never had a 
large population before the whites 
came, and only a part of the In- 
dian population cultivated land. 
The Pawnees, Otoes and Ponca 
tribes did a little cultivation, but 
the Sioux, Cheyenne. Arapahoe, 
Kiowa 
and 
Comanche 
groups 


scorned that work and the Indians 
who pursued it. This made it easier 
for accurate writing of land his- 
tory, as newspaper and 
official 


records were available for most of 
the work, and there arc still living 
some who took part in the earlier 
development. 


MOBB OK LESS rMtSONAL. 
A severe blow to the Tri-County 
power and irrigation district proj- 
ect is given by the supreme court 
decision Monday that thx »tate 
engineer erred in granting it water 
rights where it is evident tiiat con- 
st ruction plans, when carried out, 
will divert water from the Platte 
watershed into that of the. Re- 
publican and Blue. The court says 
that the law» require that all wa- 
ter used for such purposes must 
be returned to the watershed from 
which taken, and that this is the 
settled public policy of the state. 
The attack was largely made by 
riparian owners of land whose 
subterranean supply of water has 
been greatly reduced over a period 
of years by construction of irriga- 
tion works in the Platte valley, 
anci the court says they have a 
valuable right that must be pro- 
tected. Tri-County may amend its 
application, the court says, but no 
plan can be approved that will di- 
vert river flow into another wa- 


I tershed- This apparently calls for 
an extensive revision of plans. 


The old story about the boy

What, No Cold Water? 


The old timers believed that one 


ill of fever must not have cold 
water to drink. Some old fogies 
still imagine it is harmful or dan- 
gerous for one exposed to extreme 
heat (natural heat of the sun or 
artificial heat) to drink cold wa- 
ter. Probably many a youngster 
is restrained by well meaning but 
misguided parents or guardians 
from going in swimming when he 
is "overheated" lest he have the 
"cramps"—whatever they may be. 
Thousands of geeks who are just 
dying for a drink of water refuse 
to satisfy their thirst because it is 
meal time and they have 
been 
taught that water at meal time 
"dilutes the gastric juice and in- 
terferes with digestion." 


Fi, fi, fatheads. 
Two thirds of the weight of your 


body is water. Two-fifths of the 
weight of your bones is water. 
Three-fourths 
oi! the weight of 


your muscles is water. Nine-tenths 
of the weight of your brains is 
water, and nearly one-tenth of 
your brain is fat. What did I call 
you? 


Within a few minutes after a 
drink of cold water enters the 
stomach it begins to pass on into 
the intestine in a series of spurts 
by contractions of the stomach. 
Little or no water is absorbed 
from the stomach; it is absorbed 
almost entirely from the intestine, 
but more or less of it passes along 
in the alimentary canal becoming 
part of the feces. 


The effect of a drink of cold 
water when you are thirsty is to 
stimulate increased secretion of 
gastric juice, appetite and enjoy- 
ment of food. The water improves 
digestion; actually aids in diges- 
tion and in excetion. It is & health- 
ful habit to begin each meal with 
a good drink of cold w'ater, or 
hot water if you prefer. It is also 
healthful to take another good 
drink of cold water in the course 
of the meal if you are 
at 
all 
thirsty. Never fear retarding or 
interfering with digestion. If one 
is thirsty water invariably aids or 
promotes good digestion. 


Invalids, elderly or feeble folk 


often find that a cup or two of 
quite warm water ("cambric tea") 
on rising each morning, and in 
some cases on retiring as well, is 
salubrious. Adding a wee pinch of 
salt, sugar, or what have you, is 
all right if one prefers to do so. 
But not a whole spoonful of salt, 
as some persons 
do. Goodness 


knows most people get too much 
salt anyway. 


Is ice water healthful in very 


hot weather or when one is over- 
heated ? Depends on what "ice 
water" means. No objection to 
putting ice in water to make it 
agreeably cold to drink. No vir- 
tue or benefit in drinking water 
not cold enough to satisfy one's 
desire for a cold drink. But it is 
harmful to drink water too cold 
for comfort, just as it is harm- 
ful to take fluids or foods too hot 
for comfort. 


In extreme heat it has proved 
a good practice to take a good 
pinch of salt or something salty 
with each big drink of water. This 
helps to maintain the proper wa- 
ter balance in the body and en- 
ables one to endure great heat 
better.

Folly of State At*l»tanc«. 


LINCOIN.— Let us analyze some 


of the follies of the present state 
and national administrations. In 
reference to state assistance, let's 
go back to the inception of the old 
age pension. The first affort was 
made with feeble legislation, plac- 
ing an additional tax on gasolint 
which most eighth grade pupils 
viewed as unconstitutional.

After many weeks of bick- 
ering, they finally decided that 
they would have to make another 
trip to Washington. Another plane 
was charatered. Upon arrival, they 
were met by the "must" committee 
and told that they were too late 
as there had been a female "must" 
sent to Lincoln to iron out all dif- 
ferences. 
When the lady 
arrived, dif- 


ferences between Washington and 
the state were soon ironed out, but, 
the greater part of the administr- 
ing of funds was to be handled 
by the state assistance committee 
and toe various county boards. 
After several months of selecting 
a non-political 
personnel, 
which 


proved to be wholly democratic the 
state assistance committee was 
now ready to function. After al- 
loting the money for the state as- 
sistance employes, there 
didn't 


seem to be enough left to give the 
old people $30 a month. 


Thus, an average of about J15, 
as 
compared to an average of 


about $150 for the officials, was 
finally agreed upon. After a few 
payments of this $15, Washington 
became slightly ruffled again and 
decided to hold up all funds until 
there were some more "must" 
people put to work in our own 
state. The state assistance, thru 
its chairman, decided to lay off 
four of the very competent Ne- 
braska people and put four more to 
work that seemed to comply more 
fully with the "must" committee. 
As the papers have stated al- 


ready, the funds would be held up, 
and have been held up until this 
change is made, notwithstanding, 
several of the "higher ups" have 
denied this, it still remains a fact 
that the money hasn't arrived. 


You aged people have nothing to 
worry about. In a very short time 
you will receive your small allow- 
ance and no doubt there will be a 
coupon attached stating that you 
must vote for the new deal and 
any other "must" legislation, or 
you won't even receive the $15. 


Of course you know voting is a 
privilege and it may be such a 
thing that you will go to the polls 
and vote as you see fit and for 
your own best interests. You will 
turn the state back to people who 
can run it without flying to Wash- 
ington, and to a president of the 
United States who will devote his 
entire time to executive matters.

realization of the parent's side of 
the case. 
Parents, h a v i n g experienced 


youth themselves, should remem- 
ber it and thru their experience be 
able to offer kindly advice and 
reasonable guidance to youth.—

in Some Instances. 
Warns Dr. Copeland

IT IS probabl* tbat many person* 


are now consulting with their physi- 
cians about th« wisdom of •wlmmlnz. 
"Can I to swimming?" 
This 1» a 


question often asked, but not nearly 
•8 frequently »* It nhould be. 


Many persons indulge in strenu- 


ous swimming and water activities 
dvirinp th« summer months when 
they should exercise leas strenuously. 
Many fatalities occur because swim- 
mers overestimate their strength and 
ability. 


At times these accident* can b« 


traced to neglect of the simplest rules 
of safety. They are often the result 
of taking unnecessary chances. 


Let me warn you against careless 


swimming ir> water* with which you 
arc 
unfamiliar. 
Always 
guard 


against treacherous waters. 
Swim- 


ming alone is another dangerous 
procedure. 


A mistake made by many vacation- 


ists is the tendency to go swimming 
too many time* a day, both morning 
and afternoon. Too often no time is 
set aside for rest and relaxation. This 
is unwise, because it Is always best 
to rest fcT at least two hours after 
eating. In addition, avoid drinking 
cold beverages before going Into the 
water. 


Teach Child Early 


Children should be taught to swim 


as early as possible. No one should 
use a canoe or rowboat unless he la 
familiar with the management of the 
boat and capable of swimming to 
shore. 
"Ducking" children or adults Is 


poor practice. 
It stimulates fear of 


water and keeps the individual from 
becoming a good swimmer. 


Diving requires judgment and care. 


Too often this delightful experience 
is made unnecessarily 
dangerous. 


Avoid diving in unknown, shallow or 
rocky waters. As a rule, fancy and 
deep diving should be confined to 
pools constructed for this purpose. 


The aged or physically defective 


individual should restrain from ex- 
cessive swimming. Guard against fa- 
tigue and exhaustion. Bear In mind 
that swimming is a strenuous form 
of exercise. Avoid overstraining the 
muscles 
and 
dangerously 
testing 


your endurance. 


If you recently have recuperated 


from a serious ailment or are the 
victim of some constitutional disor- 
der, such as high blood pressure, 
heart disease or nephritis, it is best 
to consult with your doctor about 
swimming. In most instances swim- 
ming is beneficial, but in other eases 
it Is harmful. 
Let your doctor ad- 


vi.se you as to the form of swimming 
that is best suited for you.

Roosevelt-Farley 
strategy underneath the conven- 
tion was to keep everything unani- 
mous at all costs.

If aybody here wanted anything, 
it was his for the asking. 


For instance, the only important 


delegate seating contest was be- 
tween the two factions of Minne- 
sotans. Solomon Farley ordered 
that settled by giving each faction 
an equal half of the delegation. 


Abandonment of the two-thirds 


rule was fixed up far ahead of 
time. (You may have noticed that 
not one of the leading smart poli- 
ticians from down south got mixed 
up wjth the minor contest against 
Farley on that here.)

UP). A Japanese crew which does 
not give one cherry blossom for 
the accepted manner of propelling j 
a shell thiu the water, may spoil i 
America'* hopes of winning the 
Olympic eight-oared event for the 
fifth consecutive time at the Ber- 
lin games in August. 


The 
Japanese oarsmen, 
who j 


wear the colors of the Imperial 
university of Tokyo, are now train- 
ing on the Thames for the Henley 
regatta, England's swankiest row- 
ing festival. 
From the day of ! 


their first practice spin the Jap- , 
ane.ie have been a tremendous | 
sensation. They have driven Brit- 
ish rowing pundits goggle eyed by 
breaking every known rule of oars- 
manship—and getting by with it. 


Our information on the myster- 


ious boatload from the east came 
in a cable from Harry Percy, who 
has been covering European sports 
for the United Press for years. He 
watched the Oriental eight in two 
workouts, and then made a bee 
line for the cable office. 


Maintain Fast Pace. 


One of the amazing things about 


the Japanese oarsmen in the un- 
believably high beat at which they 
drive their oars thru the water 
In all their practice sprints they 
start out with a beat of 52 and 
never drop below it. In winning 
their first European 
race, 
the 


famed grand challenge cup at 
Marlow, they opened with a beat 
of 40 and never once slackened the 
pace. At the finish they were row- 
ing better than 50. 
British experts who watched this 
race expected the oarsmen to col- 
lapse at the finish, but to their 
amazement the Japanese showed 
no fatigue 
when they 
dropped 
their oars after passing the judges' 


stand. The stroke apparently was 
as fresh aa the coxswain. 


To the eyes of the western ob- 


server, Percy's cable said, there 
is little or no coordination in the 
Japanese boat. 
Each man seema 


into the water, turns his head and 
takes a look to see if everything 
is going all right. Over here even 
a Roosevelt boy couldn't get by 
with that. 


Even the shell the Japanese use 


is unorthodox, being an even 12 I 
feet shorter than the 
ordinary 


boat. The only similarity between 
the Oriental crew and a British 
one, that Percy could see. was that 
eight oarsmen and a coxswain did 
the work. 


The 
Imperial university crew j 
has been working together three 
years. That its technique, no mat- j 
ter how weird, is highly effective. ;

to Rendering Plant. 


Al- 
tho 15 head of stock cattle be-

Harry

Ernest Peters, farmers lesuimg on 
a Platte river island five miles di- 
rectly south of herv, are dead as 
result of disease definitely diag- 
nosed as anthrax, and two men, 
Dr. A. A. Anderson, veterinarian, 
and Harry Peters have definite 
anthtax lesions, efforts to prevent 
spread of the disease have been 
taken in time so that there is no 
cause for general alarm, in the be- 
lief of Dr. William J. Moslander, 
Grand Island veterinarian 
While Mr. Peters' condition was 
not serious, with no constitutional 
symptoms showing- as yet, condi- 
tion of Dr. Anderson was said by 
the attending physician to be seri- 
ous, but somewhat improved. 


Constitutional symptoms are be- 
lieved to have developed, and he is 
confined to his bed. In fection se- 
cured entrance to Anderson's blood 
stream while he was treating- cat- 
tle on the Peters form. 


Firtt Outbreak in Year*. 


The anthrax infection in the Pet- 
ters herd of cattle is the first in 
Hall county in 30 years, or longer, 
Dr. Moslander said. First loss of 
an animal from the Peters herd 
was on June 19. 


A specimen was sent Dr. L. Van 
Es, state pathologist, who reported 
Saturday that the disease was un- 
doubtedly anthrax. 


No livestock, other than cattle, 
on the Peters farm has become in- 
fected. A rumor that the 15 head 
of cattle had died as a result of 
eating sudan grass, infected by a 
dry weather disease, was denied by 
Dr. Moslander, who said milk cows 
and small calves, pastured by the 
Peter* brothers on sudan pasture 
at the east end of the island, had 
not become infected with the dis- 
ease. 


The Peters brothers have pas- 
tured about 165 head of stock 
catle at the west end of their farm, 
and infection has been confined 
to this herd. 
Serum treatments 
were given, and sick animals in 
the herd are being- treated'. 
In an effort to prevent spread 


of the disease among other stock, 
farmers on other islands of the 
Platte also are giving serum treat- 
ments. 


The dead stock was hauled to 
the local rendering- plant before 
the nature of te disease was known 
and as a precaution against in- 
fection of the men handling- the 
carcasses, serum treatments were 
administered to the seven plant 
employes.

crops could withstand further Jack 
of moisture "if only the weather 
would get cooler." Almost all the 
winter wheat is past the danger 
mark except in the extreme north- 
west part of the state, where it is 
later than in other sections. 


About one-fourth of the state's 
winter wheat crop now is har- 
vested and safe from the ravaging 
effects of dry weather, he said. 
The crop remaining to be cut, how- 
ever, is ripening too fast on ac- 
count of the hot winds and high 
temperatures. 
Eastern and central Nebraska 
temperatures again were in the 
100s, while those in the west were 
in the 90s. Grand Island was the 
hottest point Sunday, the airport 
weather bureau reporting 104 de- 
grees at 3 and 4 p. m. The mer- 
cury there was at 100 at 2 p. m. 
Omaha's 2 p. m. reading was 101, 
after the lowest temperature of 68 
was recorded at 5:20 a. m. Air- 
port readings at 5 p. m. were: 
Omaha 100, Grand Island 102. 
Cozad 97, North Platte 98, Big 
Springs 93, and Sidney 94.

The soundness of his 


reasoning met with jurt reward. 


Obviously, had West nlfled

heart lead, declarer would not have 
lo« a heart trick; and with West 
ruffing, East could not nave had more 
than four clubs.

SPEECH OF ROOSEVELT 


REVEALS PSYCHOLOGY 


Attack on "Economic Royal- 


isti" Shows Understand- 


ing of Crowd.

WASHINGTON. (Copyright^ 
Nothing that was said or done at 
the new deal convention compares 
in either force or significance with 
the «p«ech of President Rooaevelt 
accepting; renomination. For, it 
waa a revelation of the state ot 
mind of the man who aeeks four 
more years of power in which, as 
he conceive* it, the United States 
of 1936 i* to be reconstituted aa 
fundamentally a* it was in 1776. 


In dramatic technique and mas- 


terful command of crowd psychol- 
ogy. Franklin Roosevelt showed 
himself, by that speech, far more 
skilful than either MuMolini or 
Hitler. He employed not the fear 
of a foreign invader but of "eco- 
nomic 
royalists" 
from 
within 


whose dynasties are portrayed by 
the president to have taken away 
or sought to take away from the 
citizen "him rifht 
to work 
and 


live." 
An obedient falaxy of delegates, 


hand picked from the payroll* of 
the government and the party ma- 
chine, gave the president his re- 
nomination without a murmur of 
dissent nor a minute of debate. 
They considered themselves al- 
already soldiers in the ranks. The 
use of the military phraseology, 
the vocabulary of revolution, was 
conspicuous. 
Thus Vice President 


Garner in accepting renomination 
said: "I am a soldier and my duty 
is to follow where my commander 
leads. 
I accept the rules of war 


laid down in the platform." 


Coming; from a man who has 


been known to differ with the new 
deal philosophy and a man who 
four years ago made a different 
sort of speech, attacking1 paternal- 
ism in government, the note struck 
by the vice president explains the 
whole phychology of revolution 
and dictatorship which enveloped 
the new deal convention. 


Responsible For Strategy. 


Mr. Roosevelt himself is respon- 


sible for the strategy. He an- 
nounced it first in his message to 
congress on the 
"state of 
the 


union" and he reiterated it in his 
Jackson day speech over the radio. 


But the address at Philadelphia 


capped the climax as it set the 
•tag-e for the campaign. Mingled 
with such worda as "the resolute 
enemy within our gates" -were 
phraaea like "enlisted for the dura- 
tion of the war" and "I accept the 
commission" and "I salute." 


Mr. Roosevelt disclosed that his 


own psychology is that of a man 
who believe* he is the leader of 
a revolution against despotism and 
"Industrial dictatorship" and he 
wanted the radio audience to be- 
lieve, as he probably will ask the 
voters this autum to believe, that 
their freedom and their oppor- 
tunity to live is being challenged 
by a group of rich men. 
In due time, Mr. Roosevelt will 
tell whom he means by "economic 
royalists" and he will make the 
caae against 
economic 
tyranny 
just as strongly a* it was made 
in that first keynote speech of all 
delivered by undersecretary of ag- 
riculture, Rexford 
Tugwell, 
re- 


cently at Los Angeles. The presi- 
dent ought to be commended on 
every side for his frank avowal of 
the Tugwell 
philosophy 
aa the 
basis for his campaign attack, in- 
stead of the strategy offered him 
by timi'l 
t-<~'iticiir:s 
who urged 
nim to go a bit more to the right 
and aave the conservative demo- 
cratic vote from disintegration. 


Mr. Roosevelt may have a hard 


time convincing the people of the 
west that the governor of * "typi- 
cal prairie state," where covered 
wagon hardships have not yet been 
forgotten, is the leader of a band 
of "economic royalists," but the 
coming campaign is not going to 
be a debate by the new deal party 
on issues but a contest for the vote 
of theose whose emotions can be 
aroused. 
Thie inevitably means a 


class war with plenty of demago- 
guery and plenty of hysteria. 


Misrepresents Issue. 


Under such circumstances, it is 


going to be difficult for hitherto 
level-headed citizens to restrain 
themselves. A speech which mis- 
represents the issues of today as 
much as did Mr. Roosevelt's in 
Philadelphia, is bond to stir up 
antagonisms that will not have 
their end next November. It has 
always been and always will be a 
dangerous strategy in "a republic.. 


The tactic of those who oppose 


Mr. Roosevelt ought not to be to 
get caught in the snare of "revolu- 
tion" psychology but to insist on 
temperate and persuasive debate, 
putting their trust in the abiding 
fairness of the American jury aa 
long as constitutional guaranties 
Of freedom of speech and press re- 
main. 
Thus it will be up to Mr. 


Roosevelt to amplify what 
he 


meant by this paragraph 
in his 


speech which will stand out for all 
times as the embodiment of his 
strategy: 


"Hhe royalists of the economic 


order have conceded that political 
freedom wsui the business of the 
government, but they have main- 
tained that economic sloven," was 
nobody's business 
They granted 
that the government could pro- 
tect the citizen in his right to vote, 
hut they denied that the govern- 
ment could do anything to protect 
the citizen in nisi right to work 
and live." 


Information will be sought as to 


whether the 
citirens who have 


been dragged to the polls in the 
primaries 
and 
will be 
dragged 
again next fall under penalty of 
losing their relief payments really 
have their right to vote protected 
under the royahata of a political 
tyranny. 


Fall to Protect Workers. 


Information will be sought like- 


wise aa to what «tep* the govern- 
ment at Washington han taken to 


protect worker* in their tight to' 
continue at work. Every piece of 
• 
legislation designed to protect a 
worker from the strong arm tac- 
tic* of union organizer* and •ink- 
ers has been frustrated by the 
president and hi* associate in con- 


But generalities will rarely be as 


convincing: an concrete examples 
Juet a few miles away from where 
the president spoke last Saturday 
night there'* a strike in Camden 
It wa* fo*tered by a minority of 
the employes under the influence 
of John L. Lewis and his industrial 
| unit campaign. The workmen have 


i collective bargaining, high wages. 
\ and good working conditions. The 


j union 
which is 
conducting 
the 
| strike is outlawed by the American 
i Federation of Labor 
I 
Fully 5.0OO workmen have been 


prevented from working. Violence 
and strong arm picketing have 
been used. The company has of- 
fered all sorts of plans for settle- 
ment, including a plea for an elec- 
tion to be held by the national 
labor relations board, but all to no 
avail. For it's a struggle for mem- 
bership 
power, for mastery °f 


many thousands of employes who 
are being denied the right to work, 
not by "economic royalists" but by 
economic dictators allied with the 
new deal.

Abnormally high tempera- 
tures prevalent over the corn belt 
with dearth of moisture provided 
active incentive to purchase corn. 
Final transactions in corn were 
at the day's top most level.

Leading corn specialists emphasized that 
the corn market, famed as a one-way in- 
stitution and as a favorite speculative me- 
dium of the middle west, was apparently 
anticipating a continuance of drouth, Knd 
was moving strongly upward. 
Thvs was 
pointed out as especially the case in re- 
gard to 
December contracts, 
altogether 
representing the 1936 new corn crop. Re- 
ports at hand said that owing to wide- 
spread dry conditions and extra high tem- 
peratures late planted corn Is already be- 
ginning to show damage, and every day of 
heat and no moisture will add to the toll. 
At one stage Monday. December corn 
ran up to a new high price record for the 
season, 62 sc, as against 61'ic at Satur- 
day's close. 
After 
months of neglect, 
speculative and investment ouying also was 
present in the oats market, -erious losses 
to the hay crop and pasture* making oat* 
prices attractive. 
Strength of the feed grains helped to 
rally wheat prices more than A cent in 
some cases as compared with early declines 
that resulted from hedging of big receipts 
of domestic winter wheat and from scat- 
tered rams in dry areas of spring crop 
territonty. 
Receipts of wheat at Kansas 
City totaled 844 cars, compared with 198
